Six Hours of Torture. 

He said that for six hours he 
endured in silence while being 
beaten, burned With matches, 
stabbed with pins, and hung up 
by his thumbs and again by a re- 
stricting cord about his chest. His 
tormentors, he charged, threat- 
ened to subject his wife to the 
same treatment. Then he was 
thrown into a narrow cell in which 
he was unable to move and con- 
; fined there for 24 hours. Finolly 
he charged, he was given no food 
for three days.

Charles M. Howell, Democratic Chief, 
Give Reasons for Estimates. : 


Following are formal statements of the managers of the Democratic 
and Republican campaigns in Missouri, giving their final arguments in 
support of their claims of success:

Committee, 

We have finished the cam- 
paign with a crescendo. With 
Charles Evans Hughes at St. 
Joseph, Senator Borah at Jop- 
lin, Senator Brookhart at Se- 
dalia, Senator Curtis at Moberly 
and the great Hoover meeting 
in St. Louis Friday night to cap 
the climax, I feel that the Re- 
publican organization has come 
thundering down the home 


stretch in Missouri with impres- 
sive momentum. 

The national leaders in Secre- 
tary Hoover's party Friday night 
told us that the St. Louis dem- 
onstration was the greatest they 
had witnessed during the cam- 
paign, with the exception of the 
New York mecting in Madison 
Square Garden. It showed Mr. 
Hoover that he was in a friend- 
ly, cordial American city, and 
not in a hostile community. 


Claims St. Louis. 

Democratic propagandists 
have tried from the beginning 
of the campaign to put St. Louis 
in a false light. They have tak- 
en every opportunity to adver- 
tise that this great city is out 
of line with the rest of the coun- 
try; that St. Louis is unfriendly 
to Mr. Hoover; that the voters 
here of German ancestry are 
lined up as a class against Mr. 
Hoover. This was a reflection 
upon the patriotism and the 
Americanism of these splendid 
citizens whose forefathers came 
here from Germany. The mag- 
nificent greeting to Mr. Hoover 
Friday night was a forerunner 
of the verdict St. Louis will ren- 
der Tuesday. St. Louis will not 
be out of line. 

Reports from all counties in 
the State indicate that Mr. Hoov- 
er will come to St. Louis Tuesday 
with approximately 90,000 ma- 
jority. That is about what Mr. 
Harding had in 1920. County 
chairmen were urged by us to be 
conservative in their estimates, 
and we think they were. Most 
of them said that the Hoover 
vote will equal or surpass the 
Harding vote. 

Praises City Committee. 

No Republican County Com- 
mittee in Missouri has worked 
more loyally than the St. Louis 
Republican organization has 
worked for our national ticket. 
I have been here seven weeks, 
observing their activities. They 
have proved their absolute 
loyalty to Mr. Hoover in every 
move. 

The chairman of the St. Louis 
City Committee says their com- 
plete poll of St. Louis indicates 
a majority here of 15,000 # for 
Hoover.

This was intended for lo- 
cal consumption to satisfy 
Smith’s friends who were com- 
plaining because Al Smith ap- 
parently has been thrown over- 
board by the Democratic organ- 
ization outstate. Apparently 
Krancis Wilson's friends figured 
that his speech here for Gov. 
Smith would make amends local- 
ly for Mr. Wilson's failure to 
mention the Democratic candi- 
date for President in the ‘rural 
sections) and that it was too late 
for the speech to hurt Mr. Wil- 
son outstate.

Federal Judge Faris yesterday 
served notice that the State courts 
should handle business fraud cases, 
when it ig desired that punishment 
should be based on the amount of 
money involved in the fraud. In 
Federal prosecutions for using the 
mails to defraud, he said, it makes 
no difference whether the accused 
— ‘got $1,000,000 or one thin | 


dime.’ 
In’ accordance with this princi- | 


ple, Judge Faris imposed on Flem- 


tead A. Holloway, for a mail 
fraud which brought him but a 
small sum, the same three-year 
prison sentence which he imposed 
earlier in the week on “Purity” 
Jones. for deais which cost his 
ereditors about $900,000. Hollo- 
way, who lives in Marshall, Mo., 
was charged with a scheme to de- 
fraud in promoting the Complete 
Business Service Association, whicr 
promised jobs to investors, but did 
not furnish them. Both Jones an:l 
Holloway pleaded guilty. The 
maximum term for the offense is 
five years. 

Holloway’s lawyer. Joseph Wil- 
liams, urged the small returns of 
the scheme, and the fact that the 
concern was incorporated on the 
advice of lawyers, as reasons for 
clemency. Replying to this, Judge 
Faris pointed out the essential dif- 
ference between the view of such 
cases taken by the State and the 
Federal courts. | 

Amount Cuts No Figure. 

“This court,” he said, “does not 
punish a man, and has no power 
tc punish him, for the amount of 
his peculations, His offense was 
complete the moment he devised a | 
scheme to defraud. and therefore, 


in furtherance of that scheme, de- | 


posited a single letter In the United 
States mail. 

“There is an inconceivable mis- 
conception about Federal power 
and Federal! jurisdiction in a case 
of this sort, even among people 
who ought to be sufficiently intel- 
ligent to understand the distinc- 
tion. It seems to be the popular 
view that this Court, for an offense | 
under section 215, that is, the of- 
fense of using the United States 
mails in furtherance of a fraudu- 
dent scheme, ought to punish a 
man for the amount he obtained 
by that fraululent scheme. There 
never was @ more colossal error. 

“It is for the State of Missouri, 
through its prosecuting officers, to 
punish a man for obtaining money | 
by false pretenses. 

“Under the State laws, which I 
judicially notice, this crime is com- 
plete the moment he obtains money 
by fraudulent pretenses. Criminal- 
ity there ought to be punished, to 
some extent at least, by the extent 
of the peculations, but not in this 
court, for the very simple reason 
that Federal courts do not prose- 
cute him at all for fraud. We 
merely prosecute him for the sin- | 
gie act of putting a letter in the 
maiis or receiving one therefrom 
after he has devised a fraudulent 
acheme, 

Cases Shunted to TU. S. Courts. 

“In this day the tendency seems 
to be to ‘Let George do it;’ to put 
the whole burden of enforcing the 
criminal laws upon the Federal 
Court and to consider’ that the 
Federal Court when it gets juris- 
diction of one offense, and for one 
single reason, ought to go further 
and prosecute the man or woman 
in a thorough-going way. 

“To paraphrase slightly. this 
court renders unto Caesar the 
the things that are Caesar's and 
will not undertake now, or here- 
after. to assist in trespassing on 
the duties of the State. It is not 
m: duty to do it and I do not pur- 
pose to do it. If I do my duty, 
then it makes no difference to me, 
as a Federal Judge, 
body else does his duty or not. 

“As a taxpaying citizen I mav., 
of course,

bas in Office Unbroken 
for 70 Years, Says Dr. 
L. C. Boisliniere, Oppos- 
ing G. O. P. Layman’s 
Election. 


Only a physician has been elect- 


ed to the office of Coroner of St. 


Louis for the last 70 years, accord- 
ing to Dr. L. C. Boisliniere, medi- 
cal director of Mt. St. Rose Sani- 
torium and former president of the 
St. Louis Medical Society, whose 
father, Dr. L. C. Boisliniere, was 
elected Coroner in 1858, and twice 
re-elected. 

Dr. Boisliniere has written a let- 
ter to Dr. Emmet C. Rund, Demo- 
cratic nominee for the office of 
Coroner, whom some Republican 
physicians are supporting, because 
the Republican. nominee, Deputy 
Coroner William V. Dever, is not 
a medical man. The St. Louis 
Medical. Society has passed a reso- 
lution stating that a physician 
should be supported for the office, 
as against a nonmedical candidate. 

In the letter, Dr. Boisliniere tells 
of the traditions of the Coroner's 
office, as carried out by the physi- 
cians who have held the office in 
the last 40 years, the period of his 
own active practice. He also has 
assured himself by inquiry that the 
line of physicians in the Coroner’s 
office has been unbroken since his 
father’s service in Civil War days. 

“My father was the first physi- 
cian elected to the office of Cor- 
oner,” Dr. Boisliniere writes. “This 
was in 1858. The jurisdiction of 
the office included both city and 
county, and the office yielded an 
income from fees, equal to, if not 
greater than, any other office in 
the State. It therefore was eagerly 
sought after. 

Office Was in Disrepute. 

“The office had fallen into dis- 
repute. No matter how honest and 
faithful its occupant may have 
been, he was incompetent to ad- 
minister the office satisfactorily, 
because of the many problems 
which could be solved and adjusted 
only by a well; trained medical 
man. The citizens of city and 
county, because of the many abises 
that had characterized the office, 
demanded ¢that a medical man of 
high standing be urged to submit 
his name.’ The elder Dr. Bois- 
liniere thus became a candidate. 

“In the 40 years since my grad- 
uation in medicine,” Dr. Boisliniere 
writes, “‘the Coroner's office has 
been continuously administered by 
medical men, and I cannot recall 
a single instance in which they 
have not carried out their obliga- 
tions with honor to themselves 
and satisfaction to the public. At 
no time has the record been 
stained by graft* scandal or incom- 
petency. To recall the names of 
Dudley, Auer, Frank, Atkinson, 
Funkhouser, Padberg and many 
others is a recital of faithful and 
competent public service. At no 
time has the office been better ad- 
ministered than by Dr. Rudolph 
Vitt, present Coroner. He has ren- 
dered public services of inestima- 
ble value. 

Value to the Profession. 

“By coupling his medical train- 
ing with administrative ability, he 
has been able to correlate the ex- 
periences of his office in such @ 
manner as to broaden its scope of 
usefulness to the public at large. 
No longer do the findings of the 
inquests and autopsies simply re- 
sult in ascertaining the cause and 
manner of death in each case and 
rest there, but by proper system- 
atization and groupings, these find- 
ings have resulted, by his efforts, 
in establishing the facts that are 
of far-reaching value to the public 
in preventing fatalities and reveal- 
ing pathologic data of inestimable 
value to the medical profession. I 
need only recall his great work on 
the frequency of thymus disease as 
a cause of sudden death in chil- 
dren and the ‘prevention of such 
death by timely diagnosis. 

“This and many other preventa- 
ble causes of death, such as unsus- 
pected heart disease, being brought 
forcibly before the public and 
medical profession has resulted in 
the prevention of untold human 
suffering and deaths. 

“The conclusion is that, no mat- 
ter how well equipped the office 
may be with competent patholo- 
gists, brochemists and statisticians, 
in the last analysis, the facts and 
evidence elicited by them from.all 
the cases submitted to them for 
examination must be properly and 
carefully correlated by the Coroner 
himself and amalgamated by him 
into concrete and unimpeachable 
conclusions, to the end that human 
suffering may be ameliorated, jus- 
tice be meted out, and deaths be

this is that only a well-trained 
medical mind can carry out the 
full duties of the Coroner's office 
and discharge its sacred obligations 
to the public. 

Judgment Can’t Be Delegated. 

“He cannot dissociate himself 
from the medical responsibility 
that accompanies almost every in- 


‘quest and autopsy that is carried 


on in this office. The medical as- 
pects of these cases can only be 
adequately made by him. He must 
decide for himself upon the evi- 


dence submitted to him by the. 
pathologists and elicited during the 


inquest. He has no right to dele- 
gate this. responsibility ta anyone 


| else. It is inherently and essential- 
ly a part of the Coroner’s personal 
equipment. He cannot delegate the 
right of final judgment to anyone 
else. Therefore a trained medical 
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mind is essential in the personal 
makeup and equipment of the Cor- 
oner himself and springs from the 
very nature of the office and can- 
not be separated from it ..A Coro-

An hour for “spot 
broadcasting” from a local station can be 
bought for as low as $100.

Narrow Margin for Hoover 
Or Smith, or Big Hoover 
Majority Is Election Trend 


| In Order to Win, New York Governor Must 


Get Own State as Well as Solid South and 
107 Additional Electoral Votes That 
Are Doubtful or Republican.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 3. 


STUDY of the pre-election situation in the 48 States shows that 
one of three things will happen on Tuesday: 
Smith will be elected by a narrow margin in the electoral 


college, Herbert Hoover will be elected by a narrow-to-comfortable 
margin, or Hoover will be elected by a majority approaching that of 


Coolidge in 1924. 


No matter how great may be 
the popular vote polled for the 
New York Governor, it is not pos- 
sible for him. to roll up a landslide 
majority in the electoral college. 
The normal Republican strength 
in any presidential election is 
such as to protect Hoover against 
that eventuality. 

Hoover, in other words, starts 
with a much greater number of 
assured electoral votes than 
Smith. He can win by adding a 
much smaller proportion of the 


votes accounted as doubtful than | 


Smith must have in order to win. 
Hence if there is, as claimed by | 
the Republicans, a groundswell | 
for Hoover, it will be reflected in 
a largé majority in the electoral 
college, whereas if there is a 
groundswell for Smith, as claimed 
by the Democrats, it will bring 
about a close race in the electoral 
college. 


Smith Needs Solid South. 
Smith’s chance to win rests on 
the foundation of the 114 votes of 
the solid South. Every other 
State in the union must be classed, 
on the basis of past performance 
and present outlook, as Republic- 
an or doubtful. The fact that so 
many of them are regarded as 
doubtful, in comparison with 


1924, is the heartening feature of | 


the campaign from the Derhocrat- 
ic point of view. All that the 
Democrats could see in 1924 was 
the bare chance that La Follette 
and Davis combined would carry 
enough States to throw the elec- 
tion into the House of Represen- 
tatives. 

How can Smith hope to build 
up his total to the necessary 266? 
the solid South, his 
chances appear first-rate in New 
York, 45 votes; Massachusetts, 
18; Tennessee, 12; Wisconsin, 13;

Withdrawal of 
Many Pleas for

WASHINGTON, Nov. 3.—More 
than half of the stations which ap- 
plied to the commission for hear- 
ings under their new assignments 
have withdrawn their r:quests. 
Members of the commission at- 
tribute the withdrawals to three 
reasons: First, the stations be- 
came better satisfied with their as- 
signments, realizing they were not 
so badly off as they had feared. 
Second, they did not expect the 
allocation to go into effect. 
they figured they had no chance 


to improve their positions through 
hearings. 
That there is the slightest pos- 


sibility that the reallocation will be | 


postponed at the last minute, the 
commissioners vigorously deny. 

Broadcasting stations are being 
warned by members of the com- 
mission to refrain as much as pos- 
sible from using their facilities for 
conversational purposes. 

“Remember the real test of the 
value of your station is the publisz 
service you are rendering,” the 
admonition reads. 


It is believed the suggestion is 
prompted by the fact that a num- 
ber of stations have protested over 
the air because of their new as- 
signments. 

Amateur stations and broadcast- 
ers that do not broadcast electton 
returns must give way to those tha:

U. S. ENGINEER IS DOUBTFUL 
OF STATION SYNCHRONIZATION 


Dellinger Fears Impairment of Signal Strength and 
Intensity Fluctuation Even if Heterodyn- . 
ing Is Eliminated, 


By THOMAS STEVENSON, 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 3.—While 
synchronization of broadcasting 
stations will remove heterodyne in- 
terference, there will be in its place 
an annoying impairment of quality 


and fluctuation of intensity of sig- 
nals. 


This is the opinion of Dr. J. H. | 


Dellinger, chief engineer for the 
Federal Radio Commission. Dr. 
Dellinger formerly was chief of 
the radio laboratory of the Bureau 
of Standards. 

Dr. Dellinger’s bellef is partic- 


ularly interesting and important a§ 
this time, because so many listene 
ers seem to believe that synchroe 
nization of stations, so that two o# 
more may operate simultaneously 
on the same channel without cause 
ing interference, will be the evente 
ual solution of the chain broade 
casting problem and lack of sufe 
ficient wave lengths.

celved as transient images at the 
receiver. This is done by only one 
station and that on short wa «es, 
but it is expected that one or more 
stations in the broadcast spectrum

From the receiving standpoint, 


the method differs in no way from |§ 


television receiving. but at the 
transmitting end there is a vas? 
difference. The films are not of 
the ordinary movie variety but are 
made by photographing u .cces- 
sion of drawings especially 
radio transmission. These 
ings are simj;le cartoons, shadow- 
graphs, or silhouettes, in plain 
black and white. They resemble 
acrude form of animated outline 
figures. with no detail. 

Direct illumination is possible by 
passing light beams through th-~ 
film to the photoclectric cell, while 
in television the object must be 


illuminated and only the reflectea |§ 


light therefrom reaches the photo- 
cell, The scanning method with 
film is simpler, also, in that the 
light be&@m need only oscillate to 
and fro while the film itself is 
moved lengthwise. In television 


the light must either flood the ob-| 
ject or a beam directed to cover.

That is why a 
Scanning disk must be used in tele- 
vision broadcasting, but not neces- 
sarily in sending radio images, al- 
though the disk method is fr>- 
quently used in both types of trans- 
mission and, at present, is required 
in both types of receiving.

Short Wave Beam 
For Distance Work 


The Kolster Radio Corporation 


has purchased land on the sea- 
shore of Halfmoon Bay, California, 
to experiment with a new and 
highly developed short wave radio 
beam for long distance transmis- 
sion. 

Ellery W. Stone, president of the 
Kolster Radio Corporation, discuss- 
ing the project, said: ‘ 

“The new beam system project, 
a product of the Kolster labora- 
tories at Palo Alto, is new in the- 
ory and design and is the result of 
research work undertaken during 
the past year in connection with 
perfecting efficient directional] 
beam sending and receiving ap- 
paratus. 

“The new Kolster invention an- 
ticipates the elimination of ‘fad- 
ing.’ which has been a handicap 
in the operation of radio stations 
on short waves alone. Although 
the short wave is much more eco- 
nomical of power and equipment 
than the long wage length sys- 
tems, it has been necessary to sup- 
plement short wave apparatus with 
long wave sending equipment to 
bridge periods of the day in which 
short wave ‘fading’ occurs. 

“The phenomenon of ‘fading’ is 
thought to be caused by a shift- 
ing in the reflecting ‘Heaviside 
leyer’ in the upper atmosphere, 
and cannot apparently be elimi-

12 Months.

MOSCOW, Nov. 3.—Consump- 
tion of Government vodka has in- 
creased fifty-fold in soviet Russia 
How much home- 
made vodka is drunk nobody 
knows. 

The amount spent on Govern- 


ment-made drinks the last 12 


months exceeded $500,000,000. This 
was more than the total invested 
during the same period in building 
up Russian industries, carrying out 
the vast electrification program 
and in social work, it was said by 
the Commissar of Public Health, 
Nicholas Semashko. 

In the fiscal year 1923-24, he re- 
ported, 2,160,000 gallons of vodka 
were sold. In 1927-28 sales ex- 
ceeded 113,000,000 gallons. Beer 
consumption for the same periods 
was 48,000,000 and 91,000,000 gal- 
lons, respectively.

HEN the last

They work at a rapid rate, sloshing 
over mosaic and tile, seldom looking 
up, seldom speaking, going home at 
last in the cold hours of the morning, 
when the city begins to bestir itself for 
another day. 


One such woman might have looked 
up from her brush to see a ghost of 
her own self step by in the role of 
late reveler, fur shrouded, pleasure 
weary, but still gay. For in the life 
of Mrs. Anita Keep fortune has 
reversed itself. She has known both 
extremes. She who once led the gay- 
est group in a half-dozen cities of the 
world is now among the numbers of 
untrained women who are continually 
being driven by necessity to the hard- 
est kind of labor. She is one of those 
bent scrubwomen whom, as a lovely 
young girl, she thought of only to pity. 


Once she had everything within the 
reach of wealth—carriages and fine 
horses, sable coats, jewels, rare fruits 
and flowers out of season, a villa at 
Monte Carlo, servants, ease, leisure. 
In abject poverty now she clings hope- 
lessly to life. 


She had to give up her scrubbing 
job the other day. It was too hard 
for her. She walked miles looking 
for other work. But now she sits in 
her basement room, waiting for some- 
thing to happen.

of her early triumphs. But it 
was a different city—the Chicago of 
the ‘nineties—the Chicago of Mrs. 
Potter Palmer and the World's Fair, 
the Chicago that was emerging into 
pride and power. 


Mrs. Keep came here as the bride of 
one of the city’s most distinguished 
lawyers, William Keep, a partner of 
former Gov. Frank O. Lowden. She 
was Only 17 years old. As Anita Fran- 
cis she had been the belle of San Fran- 
cisco. An only child, her father had 
long been dead, but her wealthy moth- 
er had indulged her in everything. 


As the wife of William Keep she 
was accepted at once by Chicago's 
“best people.’ The crowd that then 
ruled Chicago took her up, feted her 
after a fashion, paid tribute to her 
beauty. But it was a strait-laced 
clique, the same one that objected to 
the Egyptian dancers on the Midway 
at the World's Fair. 


Successfully, at first, Mrs. Keep 
took her place in this circle. She pre- 
sided over the Keep home on the then 
fashionable Prairie avenue. She di- 
rected her nine servants and gave in- 
timate and successful little dinner par- 
ties. She had her own victoria and a 
brougham, and her husband's fine 
horses were known over the entire 
country. She even tried to be a moth- 
er to Keep’s son by a first marriage.

NEW ORLEANS. 
HE strange life of 
Cleveland Owens, 
whose standing as 
a builder, clubman 
and man about 
town concealed a 
lifelong career of 
crime, just as his 
fashionable home 
in the City Park 
section sheltered an arsenal, ended 
¥ ast month in his fourth and most 
spectacular jail delivery. A sensation- 
al break for freedom from Louisiana 
ope Penitentiary at Angola resulted in the 
death of six men and the wounding 
of 10. Among the six was Cleveland 
Owens, brains and ring-leader of the 
venture. 

Owens had planned and led many a 
criminal enterprise, even while New 
Orleans considered him a pillar of so- 
4 clety—or as near that humorless cat- 

egory.as Would be. quite the thing in 

this gay Old World metropolis of the 

South, He was alwaye a leader. He 

was clever, possibly too clever. Cer- 
- tainly he was too proud of his clev- 

erness, too prone to rely on his brains, 
his impressive ‘‘front’’ and his marks- 
manthip to think, shoot or lie himself 
out of any scrape into which his non- 
thalance might have got him. 

In the fullness of this pride he 
vn boasted, after his third escape and 
“a \\\\\\Y \\\\\ capture, that never again would he be 
= BX \\\ WN taken alive. And the same confident 
Se inattention to the plodding details. the 
same daring reliance on his flair for 
“amarting’’ his way through, got him 
into the scrape which shocked his un- 
suspecting New Orleans neighbors in 
1924 and sent Owens to prison for the 
first time in a long, lucky and, in its 
Way, brilliant career. So came the dis- 
closure that the prosperous contractor 
Was also a bank robber. burglar, thus 
and forger. 


Most flagrantly did his pride be- 
Way bim in a scrapbook found in his 
home by police who investigated, half 
apologetically. They had no definite 
Suspicion against this substantial citi- 
sen, but merely wanted to overlook 
RO lead. In the scrap book he had 
pasted newspaper clippings of his 
exploits, with his own marginal com- 
ments On the blunders of police of 
several states. On one clipping tell- 
ing of a Texas bank robbery he had 
written: “It's like taking candy from 
a child,” 

The &Uthorities believe now that he 
began “taking candy from children,’’ 
as he Considered it, in his boyhood 

Back in Mississippi. Possibly his early 
Ventures into crime financed the front 
Which enabled him to conceal those 
very Crimes from even his closest 

ds and relatives. 


Certainly his concealment was per- 
fect from the day, many years ago, 
when he came to New Orleans from 
Pelahatchee, Mississippi. He had the 
alr of eulturé: the confidence and ease

That hobby was shooting. Often on 
the rifle range he vanquished Super- 
intendent Molony of the Police De- 
partment, himself a noted marksman 
It was said that Owense could fire back 
over his shoulder with amazing ac- 
curacy, taking aim by means of a mir- 
ror. He was almost as deadly a pistol! 
shot. That hobby was useful to him 
socially as wel] as in his secret occu- 
pation, but his other hobbies—dice 
and women—led him into crime and 
thereby to-his encounter with Mo- 
lony’s successor, Chief of Police Healy, 
who became Owens’ nemesis. 

In 1924 the contractor and ciub- 
man made a business trip into Texas 
With another man he held up a Fort 
Worth bank, locked the employes in a 
vault. stuffed $10,000 into a suitcase. 
and casually walked out. Owens auda- 
ciously sent the bag of money to him- 
self at Dallas. On the way the bag 
came open, and expreasmen notified 


the police. 


WENS entered the Dallas office 
() and asked for his shipment 

Straightway he was staring into 
the muzzles of a half-dozen revolvers 
He said the money was the wrone 
shipment; he was a New Orleans con- 
tractor and knew nothing about any 
bank robbery. And he did it so well 
he almost got away with it. 

Dallas police, however, thought it 
best to telegraph New Orleans before 
releasing him. Chief Healy found 
Owens was all he had said, and that it 
seemed probable the Dallas police had 
arrested the wrong man. But, just 
to make sure, he decided to take a 
look at the inside of Owens’ home, no 
matter how solidly respectabie it 
looked from the outside 

Thev found tasteful furniture, fine 
books and pictures. It seemed hard) 
worth while, but they looked furthe 
—and found a nest of machine guns. 
sawed-off shotguns, burglars’ toois, 
dynamite and the more professionai 
‘soup,’ stolen automobile licenses and 
the fatal scrapbook 

Owens was sentenced to Texas Pen- 
itentiary for 12 years for the bank 
holdup.

Weigél recovered, but the following 
January Owens was sentenced to pris- 
on for 14 to 21 years on charges of as- 
saulit to kill. Texas authorities now 
could wait. 

Furthermore, New Orleans police 
had him identified in the holdup of 
the Freret and the St. Claude branches 
of the Interstate Bank for $7000 and 
$14,000, respectively; the hoidup of 
he Third District Building and Loan 
Association and the burglary of a 
store on Camp street near Canal 
street. All these occurred in 1923 and 
1924, while Owens was a respected 
member of the community. Mississip- 
pi authorities, studying his photo- 
graphs, advanced the belief he had per- 
petrated bank and jewelry robberies 
in Jackson many years before 


OR eight months Owens was a 
Fe nse prisoner. He won the con- 
fidence of the guards. But on Oc- 

tober 6 of last year, one of them was 
so imprudent as to glance away for &@ 
moment. Owens leaped on him, dis- 
armed him and escaped with five other 
prisoners 

Two weeks later, when four of them 
had been captured, Federal officers 
trapped Owens passing frauduient 
money orders in the postoffice at 
Ironton, Alabama. The fact that this 
dangerous criminal offered no re- 
sistance, though heavily armed, stim- 
ulated curiosity

At Angola they visited Owens often 
and in numbers. They brought him 
flowars, books, cakes, delicacies. More 
to the point, they brought him five 
automatics and a considerable sum of 
money. 

The break was planned to follow a 
baseball game on the afternoon of 
September 8, but when play Was con- 
tinued until almost dark the dash was 
postponed. It took place on the eve- 
ning of the next day, 8. J. Beck, serv- 
ing a short term for robbery, acting as 
‘lead-off’ man. 


T THE appointed time Beck

two automatics int» play, pressing 
them against the backs of the 
two guards, and the other 14 
convicts made a cuncerted rush upon 
the penitentiary a:senal. There they 
seized shotguns, sept for the guards, 
and what ammunition they could 
gather up. Hea‘ ily armed, they raced 
for the Mississ'pp! River, hoping to 
find a boat. Still relying on his abii- 
ity to think and fight his way out of 
any pinch, Owens had made no out- 
side arrangements He would make 
use Of whatever facilities might be 
found when the time came. Thus he 
ran for a boat—-and found one 

But the fugitives were not to reach 
that boat without a sarguinary bat- 
tle and some were not .o reach it at 
all. Guards, answeriny the general 
alarm, came running to the scene with 
shotguns, and some of the trusties 
joined them. Arthur Kichen, serving 
a life term for murder, was the first 
of the fugitives to fall. He was shot 
down by Arthur Jvavis, a fellow prie- 
oner, who had taken up the fight on 
the side of the gJards. Jack Broom, 
another trusty, was shot and fataily 
wounded by Ovens when he tried to 
stop the escapi'ig men 

By the time the fugitives reached 
the river ban, nearly every guard in 
the prison wr.s4 in action and the pris- 
on searchlig/it was turned on. Its 
powerful beam fell upon the bank as 
eight convic's crowded into a rowboat. 
What better target could have been 
provided? As the boat pushed off 
under the glare of the searchlight. a 
score of jjuards trained their shotguns 
on it and ite cargo. It was like shoot- 
ing quail in a nest. Before the craft 
could get out of the Nght four of its 
occupants had been killed, and Owens 
was among them Their bodies fell 
into the river and sank out of sight 

It was all over after that. Captain 
John Singleton, with the aid of a few 
trusties, pursued the rowboat in his 
speedboat and captured the four sur- 
vivors Four other escapers wilted 
under the fire and surrendered on the 
river bank. Only two of the 18 who 
made the break ever got out of sight, 
and these were soon rounded up 

It had been a most disastrous ven- 
ture for the escapers Five of them 
were dead and as many wounded. 
About all that could be said for the 
effort was that Owens and kept his 
vow. He had deelared he wouldn't be 
taken alive. He waaen't. 
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The world’s only monument to cheese.

left London, there sailed from 
Antwerp the ship Montrose for 
Quebec.

HE trial at the Old Bailey 
was not an easy matter. 


The circumstances, of 


course, were black against the 
Doctor. When he went upon the 
witness stand, and endured 
a long cross-examination by the 
Crown counsel, he had to be- 
gin by admitting that he could 


not tell where his wife was; and 
that he had not heard of 
anybody who*‘knew where she 
was. He had pawned some of her 
jewels and given others to Miss 
Le Neve. Finally, there was the 
terrible blunder of the flight 
from London‘*in disguise, as soon 
as the police had begun to inves- 
tigate. Had he not made that 
mistake, he might be living to- 
day; Inspector Dew was practi- 
cally ready to abandon the search 
after the first investigation at the 
house. These things were hard to 
explain, and might have estab- 
lished a ‘‘moral certainty’ of his 
guilt. But that is not legal proof; 
the Crown had to show that the 
remains found in the cellar were 
those of Belle Elmore, and to con- 
nect her husband with her death. 
As the teeth found in the furnace 
proved the death of Doctor Park- 
man, so the proof of identity in 
this case rested upon one bit of 
evidence. It was shown that Mise 
Elmore, in life, bore the long scar 
of an abdominal operation, and 
such a scar was found on one of 
the fragments of flesh in the cel- 
lar. Moreover, Doctor Crippen, 
two weeks before the disappear- 
ance of his wife, had bought, for 
no satisfactory reason which re 
could supply, five grains of the 
deadly poison hyoscin; traces of 
this poison were found in the body 
in the cellar. Expert testiniony 
was produced in his behalf, to 
dispute these conclusions, but on 
the whole, his witnesses broke 
down. A portion of a pyjame 
jacket was found with the re- 
mains; it was pretty concluriveiy 
shown that this garment was 
Doctor Crippen’s. The jury were 
out less than half an hour; they 
brought him in guilty, and he 
suffered the extreme penalty of 
the law on November 23d, at 
Pentonville prison. Miss Le Neve 
was tried, a month before his 
execution, as an accessory after 
the fact, and was promptly ac- 
quitted. 

There remains the mystery of 
Crippen’s conduct and character. 
To the public, he was a brutal 
and heartless wretch; but nobody 
who came in contact with him 
for one minute thought him any- 
thing but a quiet, mild, and cour- 
teous man. No act or word of 
unkindness to any living person 
could be produced against him. 
In Court he was a marvel of com- 
posure; in prison he touched ev- 
eryone by his unselfish devotion 
to the woman he loved. His con- 
cern for her safety was his sole 
thought after his arrest.

@lly taken by herself? Could it 
be possible that Doctor Crippen 
Was guilty, not of the actual mur- 
der, but of the attempt to con- 
cea] the death, and to profit by 
it? So far as it has ever appeared, 
there was absolutely nothing in 
the character of Doctor Crippen, 
either before or after that night 
of the 31st of January, to indi- 
cate sufficient malevolence to al- 
low him to harm a mouse. In 
the gallery of extraordinary mur- 
derers he is one of the great

HE Englishman's pet word, 
extraordinary, is but a 
mild one to describe the 
career of George Joseph Smith. 
If it were not for a _ distrust 
of superlatives I would say 
that his case is the most as- 
tonishing ever heard in a court. 
For their amazing novelty, how- 
ever, the achievements of this hu- 
morless Londoner should have en- 
titled him—had there been any 
such decoration—to the De Quin- 
cey Medal, with the statement 
that, in his honor, the award 
would not be made again for fifty 
years. Brutal as were his crimes, 
they also had a grotesque qual- 
ity, a dreadful approach to com- 
edy, which often causes a descrip- 
tion of them to be received with 
smiles. A bathtub, useful and 
desirable piece of furniture 
though it may be, is not exactly 
dignified. Like the folding bed, 
it has figured in too many jests 
to fit into a tragedy. And when 
the name of Mr. Smith became 
associated with three bathtubs, 
and three tragedies, it is appar- 
ent why some folk look upon his 
misdeeds as perilously close in re- 
semblance to a French farce. 

Smith invented a new way to 
commit murder, and one which 
enabled him to face coroners’ 
juries and come forth triumph- 
ant, ‘“‘without a stain on his char- 
acter.”’ 

Mr. Smith thought out, in min- 
ute detail, a most successful plan 
for homicide, and only went to 
ruin because, like so many great 
artists, he could not resist one 
more farewell appearance. 

Smith's performances answer 
all but one of the requirements 
for a good murder. The lack was 
in the personality of Smith him- 


self. His was not a hitherto 
blameless character; he was not 
an educated man; and he had 


lived in anything but the odour of 
sanctity. He was an habitual al- 
though petty, criminal, whose 
early associations were those of a 
reformatory, where he lived from 


the age of nine to sixteen. Smith 
had done time in prison more 
than once between his release 


from the reformatory and the age 
of twenty-seven, when he entered 
upon his career of wholesale ma- 
trimony and murder. 

One other feature of Smith's 
crimes does much to enhance their 
interest; a considerable mystery 
still surrounds them. We do not 
know exactly his methods, either 
physical or (if there were any) 
psychical. He never confessed. 
To the end, the view of himself 
which he wished the world to 
adopt was that of an afflicted 
man who had suffered from what 
he called ‘“‘a phenomenal coinci- 
dence’’—that three of his wives 
had died in their bath. In court, 
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he interrupted the Judge to pro- 
test at the charge to the jury as 
‘“‘a disgrace to a Christian coun- 
try.’ He added that he was not 
a murderer, although he might 
be ‘‘a bit peculiar.” As this seems 
to have been his method of ad- 
mitting the fact that he had sev- 
en times committed bigamy, it is 
apparent that he had so mastered 
the art of modest understatement 
that he might have been envied 
even by an Oxford man. He nev- 
er murdered a woman if he could, 
just as easily, rob her of every 
penny without taking her life. 
This fact throws doubt upon the 
theory that he enjoyed murder 
for its own sake. 

Mr. Smith’s matrimonial cam- 
paigns began in 1898; they were 
ended by his arrest early in 19165. 
His one lawful wife, Miss Thorn- 
hill, after difficulties with the po- 
lice which both of them shared, 
retired to Canada, perhaps about 
1902. She returned to England to 
testify at the trial in 1915. Some 
of his other courtships need not 
be described in detail: they mere- 
ly involved a bigamous marriage, 
innocently if incautiously entered 
into on the part of the lady; and 
her subsequent grief when her 
husband decamped with ali her 
cash and as much of her cloth- 
ing as she did not happen to be 
wearing. The marriage with a 
lady known to the public only as 
Miss in the respectable 
neighborhood of the Registry at 
St. George's, Hanover Square; the 
robbery of ‘‘Mrs. F. W.,”’ after a 
proposal of marriage; the mar- 
riage with ‘‘Miss F.’’ at Southamp- 
ton; and the marriage with Miss 
Alice Reavil at Woolwich in 1914, 
are all items in a rather monot- 
onous programme. 

Miss Reavil was humble in so- 
cial situation; she is described as 
a ‘‘domestic servant.’ Most of 
the other brides were, as he said, 
‘‘a notch above” him. 


EAVING these minor inci- 
) es in Smith's career, let us 

consider his most remark- 
able marriages—four in number. 
m 1908, ‘and for tha, tire 
time under his own name, he 
was married at Bristol to Miss 
Edith Pegler. To her he was 
what might almost be called 
a good husband. That is, he 
never murdered her, and he never 
robbed her. Indeed, she profited, 
in a small way, and quite inno- 
cently, by his robbery of another. 
From one of his mysterious ab- 
sences, he returned, bringing her 
an outfit of clothing. He “had 
been doing a deal in ladies’ sec- 
ond-hand clothing’ — in other 
words, he had robbed poor Alice 
Reavil of her small outfit. 

It was Smith's custom, when 
hard up — and that was his 
chronic state, for he never worked 
—to wander from this town to 
that, ostensibly as ‘‘a dealer in 
antiques.” In his wanderings, 
having left Miss Pegler some- 
where or other, he met, and 
quickly wooed and won, Miss 
Beatrice Mundy. This was a re- 
epectable lady, thirty-three yeare 
of age, and the heiress to £2500 
by the will of her late father, a 
bank manager. Smith, as “Henry 
Williams,’’ married her, inquired 
about her money, and found to 
his distress that it was so tied up 
that he could not lay his hands 
upon it. The sum of £138 was 


uVvailable, however. He seized 
that and departed. 
By a strange but real coinci- 


dence, some months later, he met 
Miss Mundy at Weston-super- 
Mare. Despite everything, she 
instantly agreed to rejoin him. 
This time he resolved to get al! of 
her money. It could be done only 
if she died, having willed her for- 
tune to him. The deluded woman 
readily consemted to aie will; 
Smith, at the same time, making 
his own will inher favor. His 
was quite worthless, as he hadn't 
a penny. The wills were signed 
July 8, 1912. On July 9, Smith 
went to a shop in Herne Bay, 
where he and Miss Mundy were 
living, and bargained for a bath- 
tub. He beat the dealer down 
from £2 to £1 17s. 6d. On July 
10 he took his ‘‘wife’’ to a doctor, 
saying that she had had a fit. 
Miss Mundy remembered nothing 
of any fit; she had merely com- 
plained of a headache, 


HE doctor was called twice 
on July 12, although there 
seemed to be nothing 
much the matter with the lady. 
On Saturday, July 13, the doctor 
was sent for again: Smith 
(Mr. Williams, as he called him- 
self) had found his wife dead in 
her bath. A policeman and a 
woman neighbor were also called; 
Smith led them upstairs and ex- 
hibited, to their astonishment and 
horror, the naked body of the 
dead woman, lying on the bath- 
room = filoor. Owing to the 
shrewdness exercised in the pre- 
liminary visits to the doctor, the 
Coroner's jury found that the 
death was accidental: an epileptic 
fit followed by drowning. Smith 
buried his wife in a cheap grave, 
and commenced proceedings to 
obtain probate of the will. After 
eome difficulties, he secured more 
than £2000. Later in the sum- 
mer, he rejoined Miss Pegler, tell- 
ing her that he had made £1000 
on the sale of a Chinese image. 

During his next expedition, in 
the latter part of 1913, he met, at 
Southsea, Miss Alice Burnham, a 
nurse. She was a plump young 
woman of twenty-five, with & 
father who had sufficient perspi- 
cacity to distrust Smith at sight. 
It should be said, by the way, that 
Smith’s easy conquests over wom- 
en were equalled by the dislike 
he seems to have aroused in most 
men. Miss Burnham and Smith 
visited her home at Aston Clinton 
and her father afterward de- 
scribed his prospective son-in-law 
as a man of very evil appearance; 
in fact, Mr. Burnham ‘‘could not 
sleep while Smith was in_ the 
house.’’ Mr. Burnham's insomnia 
did not interfere with his daugh- 
ter's romantic intentions, and she 
was married to “George Joseph 
Smith, 40, bachelor, of independ- 
ent means’’ at Portsmouth on No- 
vember 4. The name and age 
of the groom were correctly given. 
Mise Burnham’s funds, from al! 
sources, were about £132, 6d., and 
Smith soon had these in his care 
On December 4, he insured her 
life for £500. Four days later 
she made her will—in favor of 
the man whom she honestly sup- 
posed to be her husband. 

In two days they were at Black- 
pool, seeking lodgings—lodgings 
with a bath. They rejected rooms 
in one hotse, because a tub was 
lacking. After they had found 
quarters, they called upon a doc- 
tor: Miss Burnham said she had 
a headache. The next day she 
called for a bath, which was pre- 
pared for her. While she was 
upstairs, the landlady, like the 
one in ‘“‘Tess,”” looked at the ceil- 
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ing and saw a stain, not of blood. 
but of water. The tub. for some 


reason, had overflowed. Smith 
went out on an errand; to buy 
two eggs for breakfast. When he 


returned he talked with the land- 
lady for a few minutes. and then 
went upstairs. He was soon ¢a/])- 
ing fora doctor, for the same one 
who had seen his wife yesterday. 
Mrs. Smith was dead—most un- 
accountably drowned in her bath. 
Soon after the inquest, Smith de- 
parted from Blackpool. 

Smith returned to Miss Pegler 
at Bristol; he had been. he told 
her, trading in Spain, where he 
had dene fairly well. So he had: 
in a few weeks the insurance was 
paid, and it amounted to £508.

who escaped without any bath- 
ing incident. Three months later, 
Smith married at Bath—with 
rare irony—Margaret Elizabeth 
Lofty, whose occupation was that 
of companion to elderly la. 

She was a clergyuian s 
daughter, and a spinster of thirty- 
eight. The bridegroom appeared 
as ‘‘John Lloyd, land agent.’ Miss 
Lofty had but £19 in cash: but 
her thoughtful fiance had her in- 
sured for £700, before the wed- 
ding. They repaired immediately 
to Highgate, and Smith engaged 
rooms—after a quarrel at one 
house where they did not like his

It is still unknown how the

They were 
both convinced that it might be 
done; the girl quickly had to give 
the signal that she had enough, 
and wished to be pulled up again. 

When his last morning came— 
a day in August—he was in com- 
plete collapse. The executioners 
led him from his cell across the 
prison yard. Outside the wall, 
a crowd had collected—many of 
them women—and the loud chat- 
ter of women’s voices reached the 
inside of the prison, drowning the 
tones of the chaplain as he recited 
the service for the Burial of the 
Dead.
